For the information and good wishes 
contained in the following letter we 
heartily thank its writer, Captain John 
L. Parker, Editor of the Lynn /tem, 
and former proprietor of the JOURNAL 
His kind words are appreciated by the 
JouRNAL’s present Editor. 

We have often wondered why the 
date of the birth of this paper and its 
volume and number failed to agree, 
aud now we have to thank Capt 
Parker for giving the reason of it. 

A good many years have elapsed, 
John, since the days when you used to 
climb Summer street and carry Jour- 
NAL proof to the ‘Old Man,” and as 
you look back over them what do you 
think of it all? But the letter. 


Lynn, Mass , October 18, 1901. 
Dear Brotuer Hosss: 

Fifty years ago to-day, Oct. 18 
1851, the first Wonurn JOURNAL saw 
the light. It was published by Fowle 


Brothers, John A. and George W., 
both of whom are living. The printer 
is also alive and well, Horace N 


Hastings, senior proprietor of the Lyno 
Item. He was foreman of the print- 
ing office, which was located in the 
second story of the Fowle Building on 
Main street, and most of the time 
while the first number was in prepara- 
tion, he was ‘tboss and all hands.” If 
you take a peep at that old first number 
you will agree with me that it is a fine 
specimen of *‘the art preservative.” 

The Fowles were vot printers. 
George W. was a bookbinder, and 
before erecting his building bad a book 
store and bindery across the street in 
the Wade Block. Jobn A. was a mer- 
chant in Boston. He was the Editor, 
and lived in the house on the corner of 
Summer and Warren streets. After I 
became the ‘‘devil’ for the JouRNAL, 
Dec. 1, 1851, it was my duty every 
Thursday night to carey the proofs to 
the home of the Editor and return with 
the corrections. 

You have the original subscription 
list of the JourNAL, and what a his- 
tory one can read from those names, of 
the changes half a century has brought! 
J hope every one now living who signed 
that original roll is still a reader of the 
JOURNAL. 

One may ask how is it if the Jour- 
NAL is only 50 years old to-day that the 
present copy Vol. LI., No. 45?

There are two explanations of it: The 
JournnaL makes 52 nombers in a 
volume, and it is well known that 


during half a centur? there are quite a 
number of years that have 53 Satur- 
days. A former proprietor changed 
the numbering with the idea of con- 
forming it to the calendar year and 
tue JOURNAL appears to be older than 
it really io. 

I congratulate you on this anniver- 
sary of what was an event of great 
importance to Woburn, and hope that 
1951 will find the Journat alive and 
flourishing, with its ‘*circulation rapidly 
increasing.”

Middlesex Canal. 


Mr. A. O. Mathes, Treasurer of the 
Stafford Savings Bank at Dover, N. 
H., sends us, under date of Oct. 16, 
the following interesting bit of history 
anent the old Middlesex Canal, for 
which he will please accept our thanks. 
He writes: 

In looking over a Boston Centinal of 
May, 1802, I found the following 
article which T copied and send, as it 
may be of interest to readers of 1902, 
for it refers to an enterprise of impor- 
tance to the townspeople living upon 
the line of Middlesex Canal then being 
built: 

‘A correspondant has visited the 
section and finds that the digging is 
now nearly completed from the Merri- 
mac in Chelmsford to Medford, and 
feels happy in the prospect of its speedy 
completion. In the course of the 
present season communication will be 
open between the waters of the Merri- 
mac and those of Boston Harbor. 
Last week frames for five locks at Horn 
Pond, Woburn, and other lumber to 
the extent of 8 or 9 tons were trans- 
ported from the Merrimac to Woburn 
in one raft, which was drawn by one 
yoke of oxen only. It is computed 
that it must have employed 800 teams 
to have transported this same material 
by land.”

TUESDAY'S ELECTION 


The total vote at the election in this 
State last Tuesday was, from natural 
causes, considerably less than last year 
Nevertheless, Governor Crane’s plur 
ality reached the handsome figure of 
70,000, which was satisfactory to the 
Republican Party 

The Republican State Committee 
were warmly congratulated on all hands 
for their good work 

There were but few changes in the 
political complexion of the Legislature 
Boston gave Quincy about 7,000  plor- 
ality, which looks somewhat ominous 
for Mayor Hart’s prospects for a re- 
election next month. 

The Senatorial and Representative 
contests were the only questions that 
gave so much as a semblance to life to 
the election io this city. The vote was 
only 1928, a falling off of 248 from 
that of 1900. 

Having been led to beliewe that his 
election was possible, Capt. John P, 
Crane, the Democratic candidate for 
the Senate, a wealthy and honorable 
citizen, loosened his pursestrings and 
made things lively. Senator Wood had 
ano untarnished record and high standing 
in the community to go aud come on, 
aud they served him a good turn, Not- 
withstanding the treacherous oppositior 
to him here at home, he was elected by 
800 plurality, with which he and the 
Republicans were content. 

For reasons that bhovorabie men 
would not allow themselves to be act- 
uated by, a faction claiming to be Re- 
publicans but are such only when it 
serves their personal interest to be, be- 
cause of the defeat of one of their num- 
ber at the caucuses, worked hard to 
defeat Herbert S. Riley, Esq., Repub- 
lican candidate for Representative, aud 
succeeded, For a like reason they 
voted against Senator Wood, but fuiled 
to defeat him. They and their work 
will not be forgotten. 

Representative Arthur E. Roberts, 
of Reading received «a hearty support 
and was handsomely reelected. He 
was worthy of it in every sense of the 
word. 

Mr. Heury S. Aldrich, the success- 
ful Democratic candidate for Represen- 
tative, is a gentleman who commands 
the confidence and esteem of all who 
know him. He is honest, well educated, 
clean, and will vot disgrace this Dis- 
trict by his official acts or personal 
habits. 

Considering the character of the men 
who engineered the opposition to Mr. 
Riley, and the meaus they employed lo 
defeat him, he and his friends were 
satisfied with what they did for his 
election, and are not whining in the 
least over the result. 

The Republican vote for Governor 
was 950, close to the normal figure, 
and highly encouraging. 


SENATOR WOOD. 

The Wakefield Mugwumps, led by a 
cheap Democratic politician, did their 
level best to defeat the re-election of 
Senator Alva S. Wood last ‘Tuesday 
because he refused to help them in 
their shady course on the Wakefield 
waterworks question in the Legislature 
lust session. ‘They were determined to 
beat him if possible, but were hand- 
somely foiled by the votes of honest 
men. His plurality in the District was 
800, enough for all practical purposes. 

The Mugwumps and their Demo- 
cratic leader did not confine their etforts 
to defeat Senator Wood to Wakefield, 
but performed missionary tasks in al! 
the towns and cities in the District, and 
spared neither time, labor, nor Captain 
Crane’s money to **down Wood.” But 
their dishonorable scheme turned out a 
lamentable failure, and Mr. Wood goes 
back to the Senate next winter with 
iucreased confidence and respect of all 
whose opinion is worth anything. 

The true Republicans of Woburn are 
particularly well pleased over Senator 
Wood's reelection.

‘This, however, is merely con 
jecture. It is certain, however, that at 
the present time, they propose to do the 
business themselves uninfluenced by the 
voice or vote of outside parties. If 
these remarks hit the core of the situ- 
ation, it can be clearly seen that « big 
Muyoralty contest is on hand in this 
city.

The High School Question. 


Eprror OF JOURNAL: 

As communications on the subject of 
the site for a new High School building 
seems to be once more in order, allow 
me to make a few observations. 

L have no particular location to sug 
gest. Iam content to leave the selec- 
tion of the exact spot with the proper 
authorities, whoever they may be. But 
there is one factor in this problem 
which should be found before a solution 
will be reached that is satisfactory to 
the citizens as a whole. It is this: The 
location should be such as to be as con 
venient of access by all sections of the 
city as it is possible to make it, 


At the present time we have electric 


ears coming into the city from all points ] 


of the compass. The new school-house 


should be somewhere near the terminals | 


of these various car routes. A seholar 
from Cummingsville, or from Montvale, 
should not be obliged, in stormy weather, 
to take a car to the Centre and then be 
compelled to wait there, take awrother 
car, and possibly pay an extra fare, in 
order to reach his destination.

recommends the smile cure. He has 
the patient remain in his office and 
sinile. If it isn’t the genuine article, it 


must at least be an upward curvature 
of the corners of the mouth, and the 
better feelings follow inevitably. The 
treatments are followed up regularly, 
and the patients all testify to their 
good effect. It takes considerable per- 
suasion to induce some of them to ap- 
ply the cure, and of course the greater 
number of patients are women, for 
When a man ts blue he is bound to be 
blue in spite of everything, but a wom- 
an is more easily persuaded to try to 
| find a cure. 

The doctor declares that if persens 
will only draw down the corners of 
their mouths and use suflicient will 
| power they can actually shed tears. 
On the other hand, if they will persist- 
ently keep the corners of the mouth 
turned up pleasant thoughts will chase 
away the gloomy forebodings. His 
| discovery grew out of an experience in 
his own home. His wife was of a nerv- 
ous and rather morbid temperament, 
and when in a despondent mood he 
would ask her to “smile a little’ until 
the saying came to be a household 
Joke.

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REPUBLICAN CONVENTION. 


A delegate convention will be held 
by the Republicans of this city at 4.45 
o’clock tomorrow afternoon, Nov. 23, 
at Republican Headquarters to nomi- 
nate candidates for Mayor to succeed 
Mayor Davis, three members of the 
School Board, eight Aldermen-at- 
Large, and a member of the Board of 
Public Works. 

As tothe question of Mayor there 
are three modes of procedure suggested 
and by some advocates of each plan 
strenuously insisted on. These are: 
First, that the convention nominate a 
candidate for Mayor. Second, that the 
convention endorse Mr. Blodgett, the 
Municipal League candidate. Third, 
that no action be taken on the question. 

One of the three will of course be 
adopted, but whieh it will be cannot 
now be determined. For a guess we 
should say that, if members of the 
Municipal League keep hands off and 
stand outside with the spectators, Mr. 
Blodgett may be endorsed by the con 
vention and thus become the Repubican 
candidate. Should they insist on seats 
io the convention, there might be con- 
siderable doubt as to what the result 
would be. 

That the best of candidates will be 
nominated for the other offices admits 
of no doubt. ‘The delegates are intelli- 
gent and true to the interests of the 
city. They can be trusted to do right 
on all questions before them. 


NO LICENSE. 

The friends and advocates of legal 
barrooms hope to carry this city their 
way on December 10, and unless the 
other side arouse themselves to the im- 
portance of the question they will pre- 


vail. No doubt exists in the mind of 
anyone familiar with the practices of 
those who work for licevse that the

STANDARDS OF MEASURE. 


Various Lengths of the Cnbit, Foot 
and Inch, 


So far as we know at present, the 


standard measuring instrument for 
linear measure in Egypt, Persia, Bas 
bylonia, Greece and, in fact, all the 


eastern countries, was the cubit, which 


was divided in various ways, that of 
the Talmud being divided into digits, 
or finger breadths, palms and spans, 
four digits being equal to one palm or 
hand breadth, three palms to one spau

A great deal of valuable research has 
been made by eminent metrologists to

JIM MARTIN 


A Hero of the Galveston 
Storm.

Jim Martin's father was of a roving 
disposition, so after moving about half 
a dozen times or more in the northern 
states he decided to take his family 
and go south, as he expressed it, “to 
seek his fortune.” Jim was then @ 
boy about eight or ten years of age, 
the youngest of six children. 

Already he could build a dog house, 
a dovecot and even help his father in 
many ways. His talent pleased the 
old gentleman immensely, for he 
thought to a carpenter was 
all and everything that one could de- 
sire.

He was considered one of 
the best carpenters in Galveston, And 
for so young a man he was a marvel. 
Neatness, strength and beauty were all

simeasiKe surface in calm, and be was 
equally charmed when it rolled beyond 
Its shore. So with love in his heart 
for this wonderful, beautiful but 
treacherous body of water he selected 
a spot only two blocks from its shore 
fora home. At the end of the year the 
house was complete, and such a house, 
for substantiality at least, had never 
before been bullt on the Island. The 
enormous chimneys were started away 
down in the ground, and plenty of shell 
was used In the mortar to make them 
strong enough to stand the wind and 
weather. Jim married and took his 
wife to the beautiful new home. There 
they lived until Sept. 8, 1900, when a 
storm wherein a cyclone and hurr! 
cane combined swept over the gulf and 
extended Into the state of Texas more 
or less for nearly a hundred miles.

When the doctor passed on, Jim walk 
ed up to the man who was making the 
map and asked, “Are there any signs 
ofacyclone?”’ “There are,” he answer 
ed, “but our office has received no no 
tice of the kind.” Jim thought of the 


storm of 1875 and shook his head. 
“Don't want to see another,” he re 
marked to himself. Had he known 


that the coming storm was to make the 
one of 1875 appear as nothing be might 
have done differently, but all uncon 
sclously he passed on to his work. At 
noon he went to his home and ate a 
substantial meal. As he passed out at 
the front door he said to his wife. who 
stood by his side: “Mollie, they say 
there are some signs of a eyclone. 1 
haven't anything of Importance to do 
this afternoon, so I'm going down to 
the gulf to see how she looks. I'll be 
back In a little while.” 

When he reached the shore, he was 
astonished to see that, while the wind 
was In the north, the tide was running 
high, which was never the case with 
north winds. Thursday he again yis 
ited the gulf and found much the same 
Friday the wind 
was still from the north, and as night 


came on it Increased in violence, the 
tide was high and the gulf very rough. 
Again he went to the beach, gazed 
long on her turbulent surface, then 
walked briskly home. “Mollie,” he 
celled out, “come, look at our old 
friend. I baye never seen her so wild 


| #od rough since 1875, and do you no- 
) tice the pecaliar hazy appearance that 


generally precedes a great storm.” 
“Yes, Jim, It does look like a storm; 
hut, please God, we don’t have another 
like the one of 1875." Jim felt a little 
anxious all night. 

| As early as 6 o'clock Saturday morn- 
ing he arose and hastened to the beach. 
The tide seemed to be at a standstill, 
but while he stood wondering how it 
would end the tide began to rise and 
was soon over the street railway 
tracks. He went back to his home, 
teld Mollie not to be frightened, that he 
was going up town to learn what the 
people thought of the weather. By 12 
o'clock the wind had increased and 
was blowing between forty and fifty 
miles an hour, After talking to half 
a dozen or more and finding that very 
few felt any alarm he went to the 
wharf front. The wind had shifted a 
point or two east of north and was 
Blowing more than sixty miles an hour. 
The bay water was over the wharfs 
and was encroaching on the Strand, 
and all the low places were inundated, 
At 3 o'clock he went home and was not 
a little shocked to find that, while his 
lot and sidewalk were raised five or 
six feet above the street 
ter was within six or eight feet of his 
front door.

AGAIN” for 


A CELEBRATION. 


Last Saturday evening, November 
80, 1901, Mr. Joho L. Parker, Editor 
of the Lynn /tem, celebrated at bis 
pleasant home in Lyuo the 50th anni- 
versary of the day on which he entered 


the Wonurn Journat office to learn 
the art of printing. A large number 
of newspaper men were handsomely 
entertained by Mr. Parker and family, 
aud the occasion was one of genuine 
pleasure to hosts and guests. It had a 


strong Wonurn JournaAt flavor, which 
was natural, for, not only having been, 
almost 20 years before, its first **devil,”’ 
io 1870, Mr. Parker became its Editor 
and Proprietor and continued to pub- 
publish it until 1880, when its present 
owner took the helin. 

In addition to the entire /tem torce 
there were present Mr. John A. Fowle 
of Jamaica Plain who, with his brother 
George W. Fowle, established the Wo- 
BURN JOURNAL and issued the first No 
ou October 18, 1851 ; George M. Fowle 
of Jamaica Plain, who pulled the first 
sheet from the press; Samuel A 
of Arlington, who worked on the early 
issues of the Journat; Charles S 
Parker Editor of the Arlington Advo- 
cate, brother of Johu L., «a JOURNAL 
typo; Henry L. Andrews, of the Wo 
burn News typepicker and 
geveral utility manu later on in the his- 
tory of the paper; aod Mrs. Lizzie 
(Parker) Ellard of Lyon. The nota 
ble affair falling on Saturday evening, 
Mr. Arthur A. Fowle, for many years 
Managing Editor of the Boston Globe, 
a native of Woburn, was unable to be 
present at the celebration of an impor- 
tant event in the early history of the old 
paper with which he connected, 
and his absence was regretted by Mr 
Parker aod his company. 

The JOURNAL was represented at the 
anuiversary reunion by Mr. George H. 
Newcomb who came to the office in 
1867, and has served it faithfully and 
with the best of typographical skill 
continuously ever since, except during 
the year 1881, when he was absent. 
He has been its Foreinan a long period 
of time, aud has climed the stairs to 
the old composing and pressroom more 
times thau any other liviag man. Mr 
Frederick A. Flint, « close friend 
Mr. Joho L. Parker, represented the

from the day of the first issue to the 


present date. ‘These relies of the early 
days of the JOURNAL, 
were objects of interest at the celebra- 
tion. 

There were stories, anecdotes, poems,

happy evening was spent by the large 
company. A uice spread was not the 
least of the good things enjoyed. 

Mr. Parker received several fine 
presents in token of the high esteem in 
which he is held by the fraternity, 
among which were $50 in gold from 
the employees in the /tem establish- 
ment; au elegant rocking chair from 
Mr. Hastiogs, proprietor of that paper ; 
pictures from Lyon reporters of Bostou 
dailies ; and others ; the receipt of which 
was warmly acknowledged by him. 

Mr. Parker bas always beenf a true 
aud Joyal member of the priuters’ 
guild. He was vever buckward in ex 
hibitiog his pride iv the profession, and 
by typographical and 
otherwise he has mavy times received 
the suffrages and been honored by the 
craft. He is remembered by the older 
people of Woburn, which was for 
long time his home, as a bright intelli- 
gent boy of good principals 
donet, 
respected at all times. 

No doubt but that last Saturday’s 
celebration will long remain as one 
the pleasantest memories of his life.

Some Interesting Facts About Boiling 


Water, 


It may seem presumptuous to suggest 
that few people know how to boil water, 
but such is the case The boiling point, 
under ordinary atmospheric pressure (sea 
212 Fahrenheit; this 


18 degrees 
point changes according to the altitude 
| When bubbles form on the bottom of 
the kettle, come clear to the surface and 
rupture quietly, without making an 
ebullition, we have simmering. At this 
point the thermometer should register 
180 degrees Falirenheit, and it is at this 
j temperature that we cook meats and 
j}make soups. When the bubbles begin 
to form on the sides and surface of the 
vessel and come towards the top of the 
water, there is a motion in the water, 


but it bas not really reached the boiling 
point. It is only when the thermometer 
reaches 212 degrees Fabrenheit and the 
water is in rapid motion that it can be 
said to boil; and the atmosperic gases 
still continue to be given off with the 
steam for a considerable time after the 
water has commenced to boil rapidly; 
in fact, it is difficult to determine when 


|} the last traces have been expelled. It 
is safe to suppose, however, that ten 
| minutes’ boiling will free the water from 
its gases, make it tasteless, and render

Hlow the Mistletoe Comes to Be. 

The story of how the mistletoe gets 
on the trees is a most interesting one 
Covering the mistietoe twigs are pearly | 
white berries. These come in the winter 
ReASON, when food is comparatively 
scarce, and hence some of our birds eat 
them freely. Now when a robin eats a 
|cherry he swallows simply the meat and 
flips the stone away. The seed of the} 
mistletoe the bird cannot flip. It is 
sticky and holds to his bill. His only 
resource is to wipe it off, and he does 


80, leaving it sticking to the branches of 


the tree on which he is sitting at the 

time. This seed sprouts atter a time, 
and not finding earth—whiech indeed its 
ancestral habit las made it cease want 

ing—it sinks its roots into the bark of | 
the tree and hunts there for the pipes 
that carry the sap. Now the sap in the 
bark is the very richest in the trees, far 

richer than that in the wood, and the | 
mistletoe gets from its host the choicest | 
of food. With a strange foresight it 

does not throw Its leaves away, as do 
most parasites, but keep them to use in 

winter, when the tree is leafless.—Pro

In an article on “Precious Stones” a 
most beautiful experiment tn the ab 
sorption of light by diamonds which 
was carried out in Paris during the ex 
position was referred to.

In a side of 
the room inserted a lens, outside 
of which an are lamp was bung. The 
lens, which was employed to concen- 
trate the light. was covered with vio 
let colored glass, that only ultra 
violet rays fell on the gems, of which 
but three of the entire number proved 
to be phosphorescent. All the others 
assumed a beautiful violet tint. The 
two stones whose phosphorescence was 
most marked were perfectly transpar 
ent white stones, one baving a bluish 
tinge. The phosphorescence exhibited 
these stones described e@Xx- 
tremely beautiful and remained visible, 
with gradually diminishing intensity.

A BURSTING BOILER, 


| How It Looke When a Locomotive fs 
Blown Up. 

“IT am one of the very few persons 
who ever saw a locomotive blow up,” 
remarked an old railroad man to a te 
porter the other day. “Generally the 
men who witness the explosion of a 
steam engine are so dead when the 
smoke hag cleared away that they are 
never able to give an account of the 
disaster. 

“Like many other accidents, the one 
I saw was the result of carelessnese— 
low water In the boiler—for the engine 
had just come from the shops and was 
in complete repair. It was on the Bal- 
timore and Ohio railroad In West Vir- 
ginia a number of years ago. I was on 
a locomotive some distance behind the 
one which exploded and was looking 
ahead out of the cab window, so that 
the fll fated engine was Immediately 
before my eyes. Suddenly I saw the 
machine rise In the alr. It seemed to me 
to be about as high as the telegraph 
poles beside the track, which, as you 
| doubtless know, are not so high as tel- 
egraph poles In the city. Then came a 
| cloud of dense black smoke and dust, 
which hid the engine from view, and 
almost simultaneously I heard the roar 
of the explosion. 

“Both the engineer and the fireman 
were killed, and the locomotive was fit 
for nothing much but the scrap heap 
when It fell to the ground. The crown 
sheet over the firebox had blown out. 

“The strange thing about the explo- 
sion was that no white steam was seen, 
You know that perfectly dry steam fs 
| Invisible, being like the air, and before 
it ha! time to condense it was proba- 
bly smothered by the cloud of smoke 
and dust raised by the bursting of the 


| boiler.”—Baltimore Sun.
